to any other Set of Men, they

For this Reafon I cannot agree 
A with thofe Politicians, who fay, with~ 
out any Exception, that Power is 
founded upon Riches, or the Goods 
of Fortune. I thall readily grant 
that, while thofe of a Society, whe 
are poſſeſſed of the Goods of For- 
tune, keep the Sword in their own 
Hands, they will of courfe keep 
Poffeffion of the Power or Govern- 
ment of that Society; but if they 
let go the Sword, if they deliver 
it into the Keeping of any other Set 
of Men, the Poffeffors of the Sword 
will foon get, or take Poffeffion of 
the Government; and then they 
will either take to themfelves the 
Poffeffion of the Goods of Fortune, 
or they will leave them in the Hands 
of the former Poffeffors, upon Con- 
dition of their paying to them fuch 
yearly Rents or Taxes as they pleafe 
Dio impofe. Whilft the Citizens of 
Rome kept the Sword. in their own

the Romans remained in the Hands 
of the Citizens of Rome, and the 
greateft Share of it was generally in 
the Hands of thofe Families, who 
had the largeft Poffeflions ; 
the Romans began to keep up ftand- 
ing mercenary Armies, and to truft 
entirely to them for their Defence, 
the Citizens foon began to neglect 
military Difcipline and the Ufe of 
Arms; by thele Means they gave up 
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ercife and Difcipline, that he might 
bé able to pertorm, with as much 
Safety and Honour as poffible, that 
Duty which no Man would perform 
for him, and which every one of his 
fellow Countrymen would infift upon 


but after A being performed. The Bufinefs of 


a Soldier was not then a Trade, by 
which a Man could propofe to live; 
it was a Duty every Man owed to 
his Country, and without which no 
Man could propofe to enjoy or pre- 
ferve what he had acquired, by honeft 


the Sword, and foon after they had B Induftry and Labour, 


done fo, that Part of their People to 
whom they had given the Sword, 
IL mean their ftanding Armies, feized 
upon the Power and the Govern- 
ment of the Whole. 

I have faid, ftanding mercenary 
Armies, becaufe the Romans began 
to give Pay to their Soldiers, long 
before they began to keep up ftand- 
ing Armies. In the Beginning of 
that Commonwealth, as their Terri- 
tory was of a very {mall Extent, 
none of their Armies were obliged 


from home; and therefore every Of- 
icer and Soldier fupported himfelf 
by means of what he carfied out 
with him, or by means of what he 
plundered from the Enemy; but at 
laft (in the 348™ Year of the City) 


While this Pratice continued, no 
flanding Army could be kept up, 
becaufe every Man was obliged to 
take his Turn of Duty: When a 
Man’s Turn of Duty was over in 
the Army, he returned to his ufual 
Bufinefs in the City; and upon every 
new Occafion a new Army. was 
raifed, fo that Citizen and Soldier 
were, in effeét, fynonymous Terms: 
The former was the Name for a Re- 


man in the City, the latter the Name 
for a Roman in the Camp; but they 
to march far, or to continue long,D were equally Romans, and equally 


Soldiers. This, I fay, continued ne- 
ceflarily to be the Cafe of the Roman, 
as long as they gave no Pay to their 
Armies; but as foon as they began 
to give Pay to their. Soldiers, and

To which we may add, that the 
Burning of Rome by the Gauls, which 
happened foon after the Cuftom of 
giving Pay to their Soldiers was in-

Roman, that it was fleceflary for him 
to be a Soldier as well as. a Citizen. 
There are two Paflions which di- 
vide Mankind, asit were, into two Par- 
ties; I mean the Love of Eafe, called 
Indolence, and the Love of Fame, 
called Ambition. Every Man has a 
Share of each, but in fome the 
former prevails, and in others the 
latter; and from the prevailing Paf- 
fion the Charaéter of the Man is to 
be determined. As there is no Bu- 
finefs fo inconfiftent with the Love 
of Eafe as that of a Soldier, and as 
the Paffion of Ambition may be fa- 
tisfied by many other Methods, befides 
that of martial Atchievements, there- 
fore we find the military Art is never 
purfued, by the Generality of the 
Men of any Country, but when 
their immediate Safety or Duty makes 
it abfolutely neceffary for them to do 
fo. As foon as ftanding Armies be- 
gin to be kept up in any Country, 
this Neceflity ceafes, and therefore 
no rich Man ever thinks of qualify- 
ing himfelf for a Soldier, but he that 
has a very great Share of Ambition, 
and but a very fmall Share of Indo- 
From that Time the Gene- 
rality of the Rich begin to negleét 
military Exercifes and Difcipline, 
and the poorer Sort foon follow their 
Example; fo that in a few Years this 
Neglect becomes general. Tho’ the 
Romans, as I have faid, began in the 
348" Year of their City to give Pay 
to their Soldiers, yet they did not, 
for many Years after, begin to keep

~ Jitary Oath, and if there was Occa- 


fion, a new Army was immediately 
lifted, which made. the Roman City 
and Territory always full of Veteran 
as well as difciplined Soldiers; and 
as the Majority of ‘their Citizens 
were Soldiers, as the Rich. could ar- 
tive at no Honours or Preferments, 
civil or military, but by a Majority 
of the Citizens, a military Character 
was neceflary for every rich Man, 
who fet himfelf up as a Candidate, 
even for being a Judge. or a High 
Prieft; which made all the rich Men 
of Rome cultivate the military Art, 
for many Years after their immediate 
Safety or Duty began not to require 
any tach Thing. 

This antient Cuftom was firlt 
broke thro’ in the Cafe of 2. Pud- 
lius Philo, chofen Conful in the 
Year 428. When his Year of Con- 
fulhhip expired, he was with his 
confular Army befieging Pa/aepo/is, 
and inftead of fending the new Con- 
ſul with a new Army to relieve him, 
and to carry on the Siege, they paft 
a Law for continuing him in the 
Command as Proconful: Nay they 
did not Rop here, for. upon his Re- 
turn to Rome with his Army, after 
taking that City, they decreed him 
a Triumph, tho’ his Year of Conful- 
fhip was then expired. 

One may eafily fee, that this wasa 
new Step towards Keeping one and 
the fame Army long in Pay, or what 
we now cali.a ftanding Army; but 
the natural Confequence of this Step 
was for many Years prevented, by 


their not giving Pay to the Officers 


or rich Men of their Army ; for tho’ | 
the Romans certainly began to keep 


the fame Army in Pay for more than 
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fend Armies out of Italy, yet ‘tis 
probable they gave no Pay ta the 
rich Citizens who happened to be in 
thofe Armies; as appears from the 
Hiftory of the famous Regulus, who 
fent Letters from Africa to the Se-

From hence, I fay, *tis probable the 
Officers and rich Men, who were in 
the Roman Armies, had at that Time 
no Pay or Allowance from the Pub- 
lick; and in that Cafe, we muft fup- 
pofe that they, and their Friends in 
the City, would infil upon a new 
Army’s being fent out to relieve 
them, after they had ferved a proper 
Time, in order that other rich Citi- 
zens might be obliged to bear their 
Share of the publick Expence. 

But whatever was the Reafon, ’tis 
certain the Romans never kept any 
Troops in continual Pay, nor did 
they ever keep any one Army in Pay 
for feveral Years together, till after 
the 24 Panick War. If they had, the 
fending of thofe Troops which fied 
from the Battle of Canne@ into Sicily, 
and obliging them to ferve there 
without permitting them to return 
to Rome, till Hannibal was drove out 
ot 5** would not have been look'd 
on as fuch a fevere Punifhment. As 
old and viétorious Armies were al- 
moft every Year returning, and freth 
Armies marching out, a great Ma- 
jority of the People were always fuch 
as had been Soldiers; and this made 
it neceflary for the Rich to train 
themfelves up to War, and to endea- 
vour to gain Honours and Prefer- 
ments in the Army, before they 
could afpire to any Honour or Pre- 
ferment in the City; which k up 
a martial Spirit among the P

The 
Citizens of Rome kept their Poflef- 
fions and their Riches, but having 
thus given the Sword out of their 
own Hands, having delivered it into 
the Hands of their ftanding Armies, 
thofe Riches and Poſſeſſions could 


E not long preferve them in the Power 


or Government of their Country. 
Their Armies foon took Poffeffion of 
the Government, and by that means 
made themfelves the abfolute and ar- 
bitrary Mafters of the Lives as well 
as Riches of their fellow Country- 
men. This will always be the Cafe; 
for no Society of Men can live in 
Safety, if they allow their Safety to 
ay 5 amy but themfelves.

As to the juft Notions which we 
ought to entertain of the fupreme 
Being, Superitition and Enthufiafm 
equally corrupt them; they both re- 

efent him a cruel, fantaftical,. arbi- 
trary Mafter; and make his Govern- 
ment of the World to be conduéted, 
not by the Rules of Reafon, but by 
the uncertain Determinations of his 
mere pofitive Will. Thus Religion 
is overthrown, where either of thefe 
Evils prevails: Since the Ideas of 
the divine Juftice, Wifdom, and 
Goodnels, are loft in that fingle one 
of his Sovereignty. In this only 
they differ; that Superftition ‘leads 
Men to believe themfelves the Ob- 
jets, while Enthufiafm carries them 
to efteem themfelves the Inftru- 
ments, of his Partiality or his Ven- 
geance. 

Superftition and Enthufiafm like- 
wife equally darken the Underftand- 
ing, tho’ not after the fame Manner; 
the one extinguifhes the Light of 
Reafon, the other dazzles the Mind 
with a falfe Glare; the firft produces 
Ignorance thro’ a Dread of Know- 
ledge, the latter thro’ a Difdain” of 
all Information. 

The Operations of Enthufiafm ate 
fadden and violent; but for the moſt

It is the 
Leaven of Enthufiafm (under the fpe- 
cious Appearance of Zeal) which ftirs 
up the Vulgar to perfecute the He 
terodox Adherers whether to Truth 
or Error; fo that Superftition over- 
awes ai] the common Sentiments of 
Humanity and Benevolence, : while 
Enthufiafm works up the Mind. to 
Fiercenefs, and to every Barbarity 
which is moft contrary to the natural 
Affections of Men. 

Enthufiafm is in full Vigour -at its 
Birth ; Superftition thrives gradually; 
the Beginning of the:one, and the 
Progrefs of the other, is fatal. When 
the Efforts of Enthufiafm are over, 
and the Storm has fpent its Rage, it 
generally fettles into a calm, uniform 
Superftition. Hence moft Superiti- 
tions that have been eftablifhed. ia 
the World are-only the Dregs of 
fome preceding Enthufiafm.

HE 19th of left Month being the Day 

appointed for the fir Seffion of the 
Commiffioners appointed to enquire into the 
Affvir of Count.
